James 
4:10 says, ‘‘Humble yourselves in the 
sight of the Lord and He shall lift you 
up’’. | Peter 5:6 says the same thing. 
Matthew 23:12 records, ‘‘Whosoever shall 
exalt himself shall be brought low. He 
that shall humble himself shall be ex- 
alted’’. Isn’t that hard to believe in 
today’s world with it’s emphasis upon 
the sovereignity of man rather than God?
